A number of witnesses were called 
this morning, but the testimony was 
not of vital importance. W. II. Kob- 
nson said be saw a woman on Dia- 
mond Jack's knee one day at the opera 
louse, and Frank Moore denied that 
he bad seen Judge Roche around Mrs. 
Belter's bouse. Two maps were pre- 
sented as evidence. 
The defense closed its testimony 
this afternoon.

Then he came back, and I drove to 
the home of my parents. Ed Gutbrie 
unhitched the horse for me at his 
house, and I walked the rest of the 
way home. My parents were in bed, 
but tbe bouse was always open da; 
and night. 
My parents asked me 
where 1 had been and I said Coshoc 
ton. that I bad been to a show. 
•The next day I drove to my home 
in Isieta. I got there in the evening. 
The doctor was not offended when I 
returned.

Mr. Merrell was reading it 
to the jury when Captain James ob- 
jected. He said the only purpose tbe 
plaintiff had to offer it in evidence 
was to affect Mrs. Kistler's charac- 
ter. He was overruled and took an 
exception. The record was read and 
Mrs. KJstler lowered her head and 
cried a little. 
Mr. Adams then questioned the 


witness: 
'I WPS born and reared in the coun- 
try. My father was a farmer. I bad 
few advantages for an education. I 
went to school In the country. I went 
to school until 1 was 14 or !•->. The 
school was known as Chestnut Ridge. 
I made no resistance to the appli- 
cation my husband made for divorce. 
We agreed on chat. We said nothing 
about tbe grounds on which be was to 
applv for a divorce. I told bim he 
should keep the property and tbe 
child and I would not appear agairst 
bim. 
I got most of the furniture." 
Mrs. Kistler was then excused hav- 


ing been on the stand since Wednes- 
day afternoon. 


Charley Waddell was next. He was 
examined by Captain Compton: -'I am 
employed at tbe Oak hotel. Mr. Lona 
quisu ihe proprietor, is sick. He is 
not able to be out of bed. I have 
been employed there four years, 
bave known Mr. Helter three yearb. 
Hecame to the hotel one evening 
and asked me if be could get a roon 
for a lady. It was about two years 
ago I told bim be would bave to go 
and see tbe landlord.'' 
Wesley McCIeary was recalled fo; 
cross examination by Mr. Wneeier.H< 
said: •'! spoke to one or two iuii* id 
uals about what they knew of tbi. 
case. I know J. P. Adams and 
talked with him about tbe case. I did 
not tell him I never saw anjthin 
suspicious about the Helter house, 
know Mrs. John Lock aid and a&kea 
her what she knew about it. I think 
it was after this suit had been com- 
menced. She said sbe never saw any- 
body about tbe Helter house. I did 
not tell bet Roche had done much for 


cause M r. Roche asked me one day 
what talk there was among the neigh- 
bors out there about ibis mauer. He 
asked me u> find out.*' 
Mrs. Henselman was called as a wit- 
ness for tbe defense. Sbe testified for 
be "lainiiff earlv in tbe week. She 


said:* 
"The Cbilds boy was looking in tbe 
window of tbe Helter bouse before 
be musicians came. They came about 
an hour later. Tbe window blind 
was up about even with tbe middle 
sash. The room was very light but 
abcJt tbetiiue the musicians were 
done their first tune Mrs. Ilelter 
picked up tbe light and took it up- 
stairs- She came from the direction 
of the parlor. If anyone tad passed 
letween the light and tiie window 
he could have been seen. The room 
was lighted up until the lamp was re- 
moved. I didn't see Judge Roche 
there that night."' 
To Mr. Rausch sbe said: "I didn't 
sav bow long I "had been in a doze be- 
'orc the musicians came- I saw ibe 
boy at ihe window before I went to 
bed- The boy was not at the window 
bile tbe musicians were playing." 
Frank Moore was Ihe next,: •'! bave 
charge of tbe fairground. I know 
George Helter. In ISM) be drove to 
the fairground with Bessie Kistler. 
Ser sister cooked there and he drove 
:o where sbe wa^ working and let Mrs. 
Cistler out. 1 never saw him around 
the fairground with Mrs. Guthrie." * 
On cross examination he said: '-I 
have no interest hi this case. I don't 
care who gets the verdict. I didn't 
tell W. G- Hay I saw Roche go in tbe 
Helter house nor did I tell Ed Wilson 
I saw him there. I never saw Roche 
on Seventh street. I never told W. 
M. Smith I saw Rocne go in. I never 
told Joe Thomson I saw Roche go in 
the Helter house- I never did." 
Judge Hunt offered in evidence the 
petition and service in the divorce ac- 
tion of Helter against, his wife, now 
pending. Court adjourned for the 
day. 


FRIDAY MORNING. 


W. H. Robinsonjr . Was the First Witness 


of tfte Day. 


Friday morning saw the usual crowd 
ana the same interest,. The weather 
vs as pleasant and business began on 
the minute. 


•I remember when Diamond Jack 
was here, and I know Helter when I 
bee bita." said the witaeis. I don't 
know Mrs. Heller. During the time 
Jack was here I was m the opera 
house. I saw the woman who got the 
first prize, but-1 could not see her 
face. 
"I saw a woman sitting on Diamond 
Jack's lap in tbe cilice. I knew Mrs. 
Will Zugschwert by sight and I re- 
member se"ng her in Diamond Jack's 
office with another woman. 
She was 
the woman I saw sitting on Diamond 
Jack's lap, but yo i understand I don't 
know who she was. He was sitting 
in a chair and she was across hi* 
Scnee- I opened the door and noticing 
the position of things did not, go :o. 1 
don'tknow whether they were talking 
I btepped out and shut the door. 


MR>. ZujfS'-hwert was al-o in the 


oflice sitUnir perhaps six feet away." 
said the witness. "1 don't, know bow 
the other woman was dressed, but she 
had on some clothes. I can't give a 
description of her. It passed from 
my 
mind, and I wonid not bave 
thought of it if 1 bad not read Mrs. 
Zugschwert's testimony. It was some 
time before dinner, but I don't know 
what day. 
To Captain Janje» be said: "I don't 
think tne woman on Jack's lap was 
Els:e May. She was a stranger and I 
did not inquire as to who sbe was. 


'"Many women of stood repute visit- 


ed Diamond Jack."be said toMr. Mer- 
rel, "but 1 don't know about tbe vis- 
its at night. I was busy. 
"I know Ben Taj-Madge,"' Mr Rob- 


inson said, "and bis wife was em- 
ployed at the opera house. 
Sbe got 
water in the dressing rooms beneath 
the stage. To reach it you would 
have to go through the opera house 
and on the stage." 
•'I think the prize was a diamond 
ring I don'i know who the woman 
was who got the ring." 
Frank Moore, custodian of the fair- 
ground, was recalled for cross cxamin 
alien by Mr. Wheeler. lie said: "I 
never talked to Joe Thompson about 
Roche being at the Belter house. I 
don't recollect telling him about it. I 
didn't have aoy conversation with Ed 
Wilson about it. 
I cidn't tell bira 
there was going to be a — of a scandal 
in this town and it was Judge Roche 
and Helters's wife. I didnt't tell W. 
>f. Smilh there was going to be a big 
stink in our part of town, and it was 
Roche running after Helter's wife, 
didn't tell Smith in front of bis store 
that if you fellows want to catch 
Roche out at Heller's you can do it 
most anv night. I didn't tell W. G. 
Hay about Roche being out there, ane 
be won't say so. I never saw Roche 
out there." 
Redrew Fisher, deputy auditor, was 
Ihe nest witness. "lam a surveyor. 
I have a plat of the Heller residence." 
he said producing ihe diawing. 
He 


explained 
the 
plat in detail, anj 


showed tbat looking from tbe sitting 
room window where the Childs boy 
said he peeped into the room it would 
have been impossible to see more than 
a little of a lid or table in tbe kitchen. 


On croas examination be said JMwe 
Eoche assisted him in taking tbe 
measurements, but he was certain 
they were correctly made. 
Again he 
txpUiued ifre plat in detail but his 
original statement regarding tbe line 
of vision was not changed. He was 
examined regarding the parlor but 
could give little information as tbe 
measurements had been confined in 
tbe main to the sitting room and 
kitchen. 
To Captain James Mr. Fisher ex- 
plained that be had taken accurate 
measurements to locale the line of 
vision I .he north window and the door 
between tbe silt'ng room and the 
kitchen. 
After recess Alex Stewart was re- 
called. To Captain James he stated: 
"It was Pan Handle train 20 I came 
from Columbus on. I do not know 
whether it stops at Isieta. Tbe train 
was late and I arrived home about t 
o'clock. 


Mr. Merrell wanted to know if be 
had not said on former direct examin 
ation tbat he came home on Pan Han- 
dle train 32 and he answered it was 
not, nor could they find that in tbe 
testimony. "I told Captain James I 
remembered what train I came on 
from Columbus tbat night." 
"What else did you tell Captain 
James?" asked Mr. MerrelL 
"I object." saM Captain James. 
Tb s is the only man except one who 
examined my witness as to what 
passed between us in consultation 
and that man was Albinus Stillwell.' 
Tbe crowd laughed aad Judge Eason 
sustained tbe objection. 
'The train going from Columbus 
was late in starting from the Station 
that night. I heard some one make 
:be remark on High street. I don't 
know how many people got off at Co- 
shocton. I didn't count them. I have 
no interest in this case whatever." 
Mrs. Barringer was called. She said: 
I know Belter and his wife. He 
boarded at my house when he first 
came to Coshocton. His wife was in 
Eeene. Last winter his wife came 
and stayed with me two or three days 
as a visitor. Mr. Helter came home 
'rom the west and came to my bouse 
because his wife was, there. They 
stayed over Sunday and went on the 
ram up home. They came back Mon- 
day morning and I think remained 
there about two weeks. They went 
away Saturday and returned Monday 
morning. 
Mr. Helter stayed all 
week, going away Saturday evening. 
Mrs. 
Helter 
went 
Saturday 
morning. They occupied the spare 
bee room upstairs. 
The 
furniture 
was the bed, wasbstand and . dresser 
and other things. There was only a 
bed in there. They occupied no other 
room. <• Mrs. Helter made her own bed 
and I don't know who occupied it 
Mrs. Ilelter has not been in my bouse 
since sbe left. Helter has been back 
several times but not to board-. J went 
to Mrs. Helter at the Farmer's hotel 
Decoration day but I don't know any 
other place sbe stopped. 
"During the time Mr. and Mrs. Hel 
ter were at my bouse they were 
friendly. They ate at tbe same table 
at the same time with me, and Helter 
treated her as a gentleman. Tbere 
was no difference in their conduct 
toward each other tbe last two weeks 
than at other times they bad been in 
my house."

from vT:tsi:iagton to the Knirsas City 
Times. 
Some of them have already 


been appointed and assigned to differ- 
ent posts In the service, and the mate- 
rials and implements of their craft are 
being sent to them as rapidly as It is 
possible to do so. The appointment of 
a staff of dentists is a new departure 
in the Tuned States army and one 
which will be heartily welcomed by all 
of the men who wear the blue uniform. 


Arniy officers have for a nnsnber of 


rears seen the necessity of having den- 
ial surgeons in the service and have 
repeatedly advocated the employment 
of men of this profession. They have 
had good object lessons which have 
shown them the need of dentists, espe- 
cially in remote posts far from any 
city or town, where the services of a 
dental surgeon could not be readily se- 
cured when desired- In such cases it 
has been necessary to employ the regn- 
lar physicians and the hospital stew- 
ard, who have had some training in 
cental surgi-ry as an adjunct to the 
st:-'!r of medicine.

Monkeys, their cbaractexittic* 


their Impulse* were told of by Pro- 
fessor Edward Lee Thomdlke of the 
Teachers' college. Columbia university. 
In his lecture on "Tbe Mental Life of 
Monkeys/" before tbe Columbia sum- 
mer session in Schertnerhoru ball tbe 
other afternoon, says to* New York 
Herald. 


Professor Thorndike said that he 


kept one tuoukey In his home In New- 
York city for more than a year and two 
other cioukeys for about four months, 
lie studied them thoroughly and as- 
eerted that In a way tbe mind of a 
monkey resembles tbe mind of a man 
In that monkey*, like men. pursue the 
method of learning by selecting tin- 
pulses and associating them witb Im- 
pressions. 


Though there is a wide practical dif- 


ference between the minds of monkeys 
and those of men, the professor said, 
he expressed a belief that if monkeys 
bad the same chance for advancement 
as men some of them might have as 
good minds, ami he added that mon- 
keys have earned the righ: to be placed 
In the same meutal class witb men. 


"The monkeys that 1 studied were 


South American monkeys of the genus 
Cebus." continued Professor Thorn- 
dike. "I used all sorts of contrivances 
to test their Intelligence. One of my 
tests was to place a looped string on a 
wire nail and have monkey No. 1 pull 
It off. Although this monkey succeed- 
ed very weli and was watched by mon- 
key No. 2 for many months, tbe latter 
was never able to pull the string off 
the naiL This shows that tbe sense of 
observation in monkeys is vt>:y weak. 


-While a monkey cannot be com- 


pared to an adult person In Uu-lligence. 
It can be compared to an Infant, I 
taught the three monkeys that I bad 
to unwind wires, to operate levers and | 
to do other things of a similar nature, j 
After many experiments 1 came to the \ 
conclusion that monkeys have very li: .

'aterior department always held that 
married women were not authorized 
to make a homestead entry except 
those who may have been abandoned 
and deserted by their husbands. "A 
•woman not only must be qualified 
when registering or drawing her num- 
ber." the secretary said, "but must be 
similarly qualified later when she ap- 
plies to make entry. Marriage of a 
single woman, after making entry, 
does not defeat her right to title and 
patent if she continues to reside upon 
the land and complies with other con- 
ditions of the homestead law."
